Giant “loan sharks,” whose loans 
are made to corporations and in sums 
as large as millions, have been dis­ 
closed by tho investigations 'n Chi­ 
cago made of loan

Tho rule of extortionate rates seems 
to hold good regarding these "pluto­ 
cratic money grabbers,” and curious- 
I ly enough the net result of a deal 
with them has proved to include in 
many instances a transfer of ow ner­ 
ship in the business to which the 
loan was made. 
The experience of 
one land company in Florida which 
secured a loan of over $500,000 a t a 
rate of 15 per cent bonus and 6 per 
cent interest was reported thus: 
The security required was absolute 
title to all the land holdings and con­ 
tracts of the company, and the loan 
concern first put a man in charge of 
the com pany’s finances, then another 
man in charge of the land sales. Soon 
afterw ard the employes of the com­ 
pany were dropped, one by one, until 
only the officer who was featured in 
advertisem ents remained.

time on the land company was a m ere 
fiction by which the lender avoided
